The University of Manitoba De- 
partment of Athletics lost a big one 
Tuesday: its football coach, three 
wins, two players, and an athletic 
director. 

After using two ineligible play- 
ers—slot-back Tim Moore and de- 
fensive-back Chris Becker—the 
Bisons football programmesuffered 
a blow to its respectability. 

Moore and Becker were aca- 
demically ineligible to play for the 
Bisons because each player had not 
completed a prescribed number of 
summer credit hours to maintain 
registration status at the University 
of Manitoba. 

"I thought we had time before the 
[CIAU] forms had to be in... when I 
came here from the Ontario Uni- 
versities Athletic Union. I thought 
knew the rules," said Scott 
Spurgeon, the fired coach of the 
Bisons. 

"People think now that I’m gone 
everything will be okay." 

Athletic director Mike Moore was 
also a casualty in the University of 
Manitoba’s stand to uphold CIAU 
regulations. 

"I certainly think it is a shocking 
announcement for the team and its 
players. I don’t agree with the de- 
cision the university has come up 
with, but I guess they have the 
power to do so," Moore said. 

Ian Reade, University of Alberta 
director of Interuniversity Athlet- 
ics, said Manitoba is sending a clear 


message to the country that it will 
not tolerate this kind of action. 

“People were already looking at 
this programme and boom, some- 
thing else happened.” 

Moore was the central figure ina 
CIAU investigation, conducted in 
March, which fined the University 
of Manitoba Department of Athlet- 
ics $1,000 for using Football 
Manitoba funds to allegedly pay 
first-year players, including 1991 
CIAU Rookie of the Year award 
winner Dave Courtemanche. 

And Bernard Leroy, one of the 
players whoissaid tohave received 
money, says he may not want to 
keep playing for the University of 
Manitoba. 

“Scottsold meon the programme. 
I came here to play for him ... and 
he’s not here any more, so I have 
some thinking to do,” said Leroy, a 
Montreal native, who was absent 
from team practice Tuesday. 

Duane Hysop has beenappointed 
coach of the football programme 
and Joyce Fromson Acting Athletic 
Director. 

The Bisons forfeit their twovicto- 
ries this season—against the Golden 
Bears and Saskatchewan Huskies— 
to drop to 0-3 as punishment for 
fielding ineligibleplayers. Manitoba 
plays in Calgary Friday. 

The Golden Bears gain one game 
in the CWUAA standings and sit at 
2-2 with a bye in the schedule this 
weekend.

Fee payment 
due Friday

It is time to look your bank ac- 
count in the eye and say “Adios 
amigo.” 

Friday is the last day University 
of Alberta students can pay their 
first semester tuition. 

If you don’t pay by 3:45 Friday 
afternoon, the Registrar’s depart- 
ment will put a lock on your regis- 
tration file for next semester and 
charge you $15. An additional $15 
will be charged for every extra 
month tuition is late. 

If you can’t pay the full year’s 
fees right now, then you can pay on 
a per semester installment, but that 
option costs $25. 

Simonne Longerich, a Science 
student, says paying one semester 
at a time is the best choice for her. 

“T usually pay right at the dead- 
line, but I pay in two installments 
because I think you get more in 
interest than the $25 fee. At least 
you have the money available.” 

Helen Gill from the fees depart- 
ment is preparing for the final rush. 

“ Most students get their money 
in on time. If they don’t, they usu- 


ally havea really legitimate excuse, 
like waiting for a student loan. In 
the case of late loans we make extra 
allowances.” 

Fees can also be paid at any Bank 
of Montreal. Gill says the option 
which was introduced last year, has 
been a popular one this fall. 

“More people are finding it a 
convenient way to make payment. 
Especially evening students, they 
can just go to the nearest bank.” 

Education student Deanne 
Lorenz, still waiting for her student 
loan, says she can’t pay until she 
receives those funds but the $15 is 
nothing cry over. 

“Tf it’s late it’s late, $15 out of 
$2000 is really insignificant.” 

Lorenz says the amount of tu- 
ition was a shock after studying at 
Red Deer College. 

“The tuition really blew meaway. 
It’s about three times as muchas at 
RDC.” 

If youdon’t pay your fees all year 
the university will put a lock on 
your transcript, your registration, 
and then as a last resort submit 
your account toa collection agency.

Several U of A groups are plan- 
ning consitutional forums on cam- 
pus in the weeks to come. The first 
is scheduled for Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 29 at 7:30 in the Education 
building. 

Marie Laing, New Democrat 
MLA for Edmonton Avonmore, 
says this non-partisan forum is not 
meant tosell eitherside of the debate 
but to offer informed opinions. 

“I don’t want to tell people to 
vote yes orno,I want to have people 
informed so that they can make up 
their own mind.” 

Laing says university students 
need to get involved to make a dif- 
ference. 


“It’s very important that Univer- 
sity students come to understand 
the issues,and be involved in how 
and what decisions are taken. Oth- 
erwise they become passive victims 
of the process.... I believe that de- 
mocracy is founded onan informed 
citizenry.” 

Political Science professor Linda 
Trimble recommended two ways 
to get reliable information about 
the referendum. 

“First, get a copy of the agree- 
mentand read it. Second, go to hear 
speakers in the weeks to come.” 

Trimble also urged students with 
questions to ask their professors for 
answers.

U of A exam 
policy bites 


The final exam policy at this Uni- 
versity is the worst I have ever seen. 
University guidelines state that the 
final exam time must be based on 
the scheduled lecture time. Since 
different sections will obviously 
take place at different times, this 
results in different final exams for 
the exact same course. Let’s talk 
about stupid. Some lecture sections 
will have more time to prepare for 
an exam, resulting in an unfair ad- 
vantage. Furthermore, some exams 
are bound to be more difficult than 
others, causing a serious error in 
judging student performance. True, 
statistics can be employed to nor- 
malize the course grades, but to me 
this just distorts the results, if any- 
thing. In addition, different exams 
takemore time to prepare and grade 
for a professor. So why does this 
university advocate this exam 
policy? Answer: it is simple for the 
Registrar’s Office to administer. In 
a recent survey (reported by 
Denham, Nault, Xie: Faculty of Busi- 
ness) we were the only University 
across North America where a simi- 
larexam/common time fora multi- 
sectional course was not used. 

This exam policy, simply based 
onadministrative ease, is unaccept- 
able and must be changed. It is a 
total waste of research and teaching 
resources. More importantly, to you 
and me as students, it is an unfair 
ea of our performance in 


the classroom. This is precisely the 
reason why, back in 1984, 
“departmentals” were introduced 
by the provincial government for 
Grade 12 students. The time has 
come, Mr. Registrar, in this highly 
respected academic institution, to 
change your old traditions and 
ways.

Health services 
putting down a 


gank move 


On Tuesday, September 15,Iread 
the “Health Services on its way to 
SUB next year?” and was outraged. 
Every year our tuition is increased 
by 15 per cent, and the Students’ 
Union fees increase in small incre- 
ments. While the increases in SU 
fees are small, they do add up over 
time. The proposed Health Service 
fee is unnecessary. I wrote to Randy 
Boissonnaultto raise this point, and 
tried to connect with him. He has 
been unavailable, so I would like to 
share my concern with the whole 
campus. 

First, the move will cost students 
an extra $1.25 in fees per term. Giv- 
ing Health Services between $60 
000 and $75 000 a year? This is quite 
high for a move across campus, es- 
pecially in these economic times. 

Since no mention is made that 
this is a temporary fee, how can 
Health Services justify getting an 
extra $60 000 a year? Is the move so 
expensive that people will have to 
pay for it for years to come, or is 
Health Services so bad a business 
that it needs extra infusions of cash 
every few years. 

Could not the space vacated by 
the Faculty of Extension be better 
used by the student clubs? It is 
crowded enough for clubs and if

Saying “No” to the deal 
means saying “No” to natives, and 
if anyone thought the natives were 
restless before...—the undercur- 
rent is there. 

For amore overtdisplay of black- 
mail from the pact’s supporters, 
consider what the players are say- 
ing about the effects of the unity 
debate on Canada’s economy. 
William Davis, the premier of 
Ontario when the Constitution was 
patriated in 1982, suggests in his 
Maclean's rebuttal to Trudeau that 
“at the very least a vote for ‘no’ 
could mean economic uncertainty, 
foreign exchange difficulties, a con- 
tinuing sidelining of the economic 
agenda” left on the back burner, 
and an open invitation for the rest 
of the world to push the panic but- 
ton. These sentiments have been

echoed by Thomas D’Aquino of 
the Business Council on National 
Issues and Ted Newall of Nova 
Corporation, among others.

CAN YOU OFFER some of your 
thoughts to students about the 
October 26th referendum and its 
importance to Canada? 

Well my own view is, and I say 
this as somebody who was there 
through it all, and saw how close 
we came to failure, that it is re- 
markable that we succeeded. I 
think peopleshouldn’tcasually put 
that aside. I think it very much 
needs to be supported by people 
now. It’s good for the country, both 
in its own merits and because it 
will allow us to get on to other 
things. People always think some- 
thing is easy 


ing able to make a difference. You 
shouldn’t give in to that. People 
sometimes ask me what they 
should study at university to get to 
a particular point sometime in the 
future. I don’t think that is an an- 
swerable question. I think much of 
this depends on chance, but it also 
depends on trying. 

I know you have worked hard 
to learn French. What's the value 
of being bilingual, not necessar- 
ily exclusively French, but learn- 
ing asecond language in general? 

One of my great regrets is that I 
learned a second language late. It 


lived ina large diverse community 
before. This is a great place to learn 
about wider worlds. 

I understand that you once 
helped organise a rally to bring 
attention to post secondary edu- 
cation funding. 

That was a spontaneous demon- 
stration, that was our story at the 
time. There were a couple of us 
who were involved. Dan Devliger 
who was the NDP leader on cam- 
pus and who has been teaching at 
the University of Reginaand I were 
certainly involved. We marched 
on the legislature... that was a long 
time ago [laughter ]. 

We had a march here last year. 
Do you think that is a valid way 
for students to bring an issue toa 
government’s attention? 

I don’t think it changed much 
then.

What worries 
me sometimes is people who sim- 
ply think they have toback off, that 
they can’t influence events. One 
way to guarantee you don’t influ- 
ence events is not to try. If any- 
thing, the scope of the problems 
that people seem to be facing now 
may create more doubt about be- 


opens whole new worlds to you. It 
allows you to understand yourown 
[language] better because you have 
something to compareit with. Lan- 
guage reflects societies and cul- 
tures. One of the great advantages 
of a country like this is that there 
areso many languages spoken and 
so many opportunities to learn 
them. And as an official policy [bi- 
lingualism] encourages people to 
take a broader rather than a nar- 
rower view. 

Is there any one particular 
memory thatstands out from your 
time at U of A or with your in- 
volvement in the Student’s Union 
or the Gateway? 

Well, I think it would be editing 
the Gateway, which wasa lot of fun. 
I look back on some of the things 
now and I’m not too embarrassed 
to read them [laughter ]. llearned a 
lot here, both formally in the class- 
room and informally. I had come 
from a small town and had not 


baker was elected prime minister.

‘mhaving a good day. I was born 
I on this date 20 years ago, the 

Indian summer is here, the River 
Valley is proudly displaying our school 
colours as-it-should-be and I get to inter- 
view one of my most favorite bands in the 
universe: Fishbone. Actually, I get to inter- 
view “Dirty” Walt Kibby II, the “Bone’s horn 
man extraordinaire. 

Why are Fishbone so grand? For starters, 
their LP Truth and Soul saved my sanity in 
Grade 11, when I resided ina prairie village 
and it seemed the only alternatives were 
‘70's heavy metal or Top 40 AM radio (I used 
to tear around those small country roads in 
moms Taurus, yelping along to “Bonin’ in 
the Boneyard”). Ona level more relevant to 
you campus folks, Fishbone produce (with 
real instruments not a _ sampler) 
hyperenergetic grooves that will have the 
lucky few at Dinwoodie on Friday jumping 
about madly; the audience will leave this gig 
bathed in a nearly religious glow. Unfortu- 
nately, after six years with a major label 
these guys have still to receive such warmth 
from Billboard — they're the unrecognized 
pioneers that break down all the walls to 
concoct a “bouillabaisse” of modern styles 
(notably funk,ska and thrash). And Fishbone 
just happens to be one bad-ass bunch of 
African-Americans whoare very vocal about 
such inner city ills as latch-key kids, drug 
appeal (and its pushers) and racially moti- 
vated violence (they have first-hand expe- 
rience) as participants in the misguided 
“school busing” program in L.A. — listen to 
their early recordings and hear the rage that 
would fuel the recent riots). 


Mr. Kibby, who on record punctuates the 
band’s lyrics with sharp blasts from trumpet 
or trombone, delivers his take on life with a 
typical SoCal drawl: 


What's the situation like in L.A. in the 
wake of the riots? 
Well, the rebellion’s still going on, y’know?

I was listening to a reggae show on our

Lyle Trottier was born and raised on an 
Indian reservationnear Onion Lake, a reserve 
which straddles the Alberta and 
Saskatchewan border. His father danced, 
and his father before him danced. According 
to Lyle Trottier, it was inevitable that he 
would become a dancer as well. 

This weekend, the Brian Webb Dance 
Company presents a mini-festival of dance 
and visual art: LOCATIONS. The evening 
consists of a performance dance piece with 
Brian Webb and Lyle Trottier called (I 
wanted to know) The Exact Dimensions of 
Heaven, featuring almost two dozen pick-up 
trucks in a field and a brick cube 15’ high 
built for the occasion; the Edmonton pre- 
miere ofa much-acclaimed piece by Montreal 
dancer/instructor Paul-André Fortier called 
La Tentation dela Transparence; and a viewing 
of two new installation art works by Mary 
Joyce and Richard Yates, followed by a re- 
ception. 

For two hours this past weekend we — 
meaning Lyle Trottier, Daisy Kaiser of Brian 
Webb Dance, and Kevin Gulayets of the 
Gateway — sat ina lounge in HUB, gathered 
around Trottier, listening, chatting, dis- 
cussing his experiences growing up on the 
reserve, what the Queen Mother’s handshake 
was like, and his role as a model for young 
Native children. 

It was not a sentimental experience com- 
plete with three naive white folk listening to 
the wisdom of a costumed Indian around a 
campfire surrounded by thundering herds 
of buffalo, the rolling prairies and the smell 
of sweetgrass. It was more like this tall, 
rugged individual in a cowboy hat swatting 
away some of the mystery and illusions we 
had of him. 

To start with, Trottier explained his ex- 
perience growing up on the reserve in terms 
of dance and drums and social gatherings, 
rather than economics or politics. To him, at 
least from what he told us, there was always 
a drum around, and always neighbors com- 
ing over at night to borrow the family’s 
drum, to dance and sing and talk. It was a 
different childhood from what non-Natives 
are familiar with. As a child, you wanted to 
dance, for health, for strength, for pride, for 
happiness. Which is why he dances today. 

He’s danced for the Royal Family. He’s 
shaken all their hands. He said the strongest 
handshake of them all was the Queen 
Mother’s. He said she had a lot of presence. 

The four of us satinasmall circle, Trottier’s 
voice just barely audible over the rumbling 
of the pipes and the chatter in the halls. Part 
of the philosophy of (I wanted to know) The 
Exact Dimension of Heaven is pride in your 
ownculture, anda respect for others. Weaved 
throughout his language was a languid 
charm and tolerance for other people and 


ideas. He has danced in Austria, Germany, 
Japan, Korea, and all across North America. 
Locally, he works with the Poundmaker 
Lodge, the Nechi Centre, the Canadian Na- 
tive Friendship Centre, the University of 
Alberta Native Student Services, and the 
Ben Calf Robe Dancers, a children’s group 
out of Ben Calf Robe school. 

In the past, he says, there was an old lady 
and man who were very ill. They had a lot of 
medicine men attend them, but they couldn’t 
help. So they invented a ceremony, a cer- 
emony of dance, through which they healed 
themselves. 

Like Brian Webb, Trottier sees dance 
through his own culture, and this weekend 
they will be dancing together in the same 
performance, but as individuals unable to 
change from what they fundamentally are. 
They realize they are different, and they 
accept that. 

LOCATIONS runs only two days, and the 
theme for the evening is the non- 
commodification of art by getting the audi- 
ence physically involved in the performance, 
even if this is just by their very proximity to 
the performers and their inability to remove 
themselves. All three parts of Locations work 
at destroying the pre-existing beliefs we have 
of what art should be. And it is mostly non- 
narrative, so whatever is in your head when 
you come to the performance will affect 
your interpretation. So be open to ideas, 
become physically close to the dancers and 
artists, and be there. It won’t happen again.

Apart from the Toronto Dance Theatre 
show that is going to hit the Horowitz some 
timenextsemester, LOCATIONS could prove 
tobe the dance event of the season. Itcertainly 
is ambitious enough: three locations, three 
dancers, and a number of visual artists are 
involved. The Brian Webb Dance Company 
united with Latitude 53 and managed, with 
a generous grant from the government, to 
bring Paul-André Fortier to Edmonton for 
the first time. 

If you attend LOCATIONS this weekend, 
after the Brian Webb/Blair Brennan col- 
laboration, (I wanted to know) The Exact Di- 
mensions of Heaven, and before the trip back 
to Latitude 53 to be part of the art installation 
by May Joyce and Richard Yates, you will be 
shuttled by bus to the Masonic Temple, 
where Université du Québec instructor and 
solo performer/choreographer Paul-André 
Fortier will showcase his gala piece, La 
Tentation de la Transparence. 

It, like the Webb/Brennan piece which 
precedes it, is a challenge to the audience to 
become part of the experience of art. This 
doesn’t mean the audience will be expected 
to get up, strip down, and writhe around like 
a shellfish, but due to the proximity of the 
audience to the performer, there is no pos- 
sibility of escaping what is happening. 

“The audience is about two or three feet 
away on four sides,” says Fortier. “Which is 
a challenge for the performer, and also a 
challenge for the audience because they are 
not used to witnessing a performance from 
that close. Also, having and audience on 
four sides, they witness the people in front of 
them as well. There is also kind of an ex- 
change. And as a performer you have to 
think every second of the four sides because 
you have to dance with your back as well as 
your front all the time. It is an unusual set- 
up.” 

This weekend will be a breakdown of the 
traditional experience of dance. It may not 
be a monumental change, after all, you are 
just going to becloser, but theaudienceshould 
find themselves ina remarkable and intimate 
exchange with the artist, a personal in- 
volvement. 


Two men and a choreography 


“The idea came to me when I did a per- 
formance in Vancouver," he explains. "The 
first row was so close to the stage, and I was 
so close to the audience when I was at that 
end of the stage, that it was almost indecent. 
There was something very strange that 
happened between the people who were in 
the situation of voyeur. I was very disturbed 
by that during the performance, and this is 
where the idea came from doing show ina 
very small space, where I would be sur- 
rounded by the audience. I developed the 
idea, and came up withcontentand character 
over the course of year.” 

But what sort of piece will it be? Fortier 
was vague, intentionally. “It is basically a 
man dealing with his entire world, the 
platform is like Robinson Crusoe on his is- 
land. It is kind of a journey of a philosopher. 
My background is in literature. Before I 
started dancing I did a degree in literature at 
the university. I think that in my way, when 
I deal with movement or content for inspi- 
ration for a piece lam very much close to the 
world of literature rather than the traditional 
world of dance. 

“T took my first class at 23. Therefore I 
think I feel more free to find the topic and 
inspiration in an unusual way for dance. In 
this piece I was very inspired by Betty 
Goodwin’s work as a visual artist, and very 
inspired by abookby Marguerite Yourcenar, 
she is one of my very favorite writers. The 
main character in that novel really meant 
very much for me. 

“Tt is not at all autobiographical. I think I 
have managed to reach something more 
universal.”

Electric guitars, powerful angry lyrics, 
personal fertility, and turtles are the next 
stage in Spirit of the West’s musical evolu- 
tion. 

The jump from two acoustic guitars and 
a penny whistle to a more electric, more 
grungy sound will continue into the next 
album, says lead vocalist John Mann, but 
their latest album “Go Figure” really shows 
the first metamorphosis. 

“We've just felt the need to experiment 
with sounds and instruments,” Mann said 
in an interview from his home in British 
Columbia. 

The change has not just been musical. 
The aboriginal symbol of the turtle, which 
was once thought to carry North America 
on its back, has become a powerful symbol 
for the Spirit of the West.

Perhaps this new fertility is also the rea- 
son for the angry political lyrics that domi- 
nate the songs of “Go Figure” with songs 
suchas “D for Democracy”, “Pulling Lame”, 
and “Spot the Difference.” When asked if 
the current political system had outlived its 
usefulness Mann replied, “As it currently 
sits it has.” “Democracy is not really work- 
ing for the people,” he added. “[The songs 
are] just a rebellion.” 

Anothersong called “Ship Named Frank” 
emphasises women’s rights and the over- 
whelming dominance males have had over 
society. Said Mann, “If youchangelanguage 
and how people talk you can change every- 
thing....if you start to make [your] own 
decisions to make your own language 
genderless.” 

As for the upcoming Sunday show Mann 
said, “It’s going to be a very different and a 
lot more intimate and personal of an 
evening.”

- In dedication of the opening of the 
Students’ Union Building, 1967 


This year marks the 25th anniver- 
sary of the opening of the Stu- 
dents’ Union Building, and we're 
not missing the chance to mark 
the historic occasion. 


The construction of the building 
took several years of hard work 
and planning, not to mention a 
$2.25 million grant from the Univer- 
sity, and a bargain loan from the 
province to cover the $6.5 million 
tab, 


Butwhen it opened on October 2, 
1967,itwas the pride of the Univer- 
sity,and especially of the Students’ 
Union. In an article in TIME maga- 
zine, the building was described 
as being “by long odds the most 
pleasing on a campus that is an 
architectural hodgepodge.” 


One of of the major philosophies 
of SUB was that it be a multipur- 
pose facility. This was without a 
doubi reflected in the amenities 
ofthe building, among which were 
an art gallery, a theatre, a music 
listening room, a craft room, bowl- 
ing allies, a curling rink,and amedi- 
tation room. The facility was in- 
tended to “meet the widest possi- 
ble number of interests and activi- 
ties.” 


Andin this itwas certainly success- 
ful. The numbers of people that 
descended on the new building 
were so great, that within a year, 


the Students’ Union was contem- 
plating expanding the building, to 
better serve the campus commu- 
nity. 


This expansion never took place, 
due to the Students’ Union’s ven- 
tures into student housing (HUB 
Mall), and over the years, a lot of 
changes have taken place that 
have altered the face of the build- 
ing quite substantially. Many of

the original amenities are gone, 
and in some areas, the building 
hasbegun to take on asomewhat 
drab appearance. 


But despite this, the Students’ Un- 
ion Building is still the most impor- 
tant asset of the U of A’s students. 
It is the building that ensures that 
we have a place where we can 
runservices and other facilities that 
students require for both their aca- 
demic and non-academic lives. 
And there are still many reasons to 
take pride inthe building: Horowiiz 
Theatre, Dinwoodie Lounge, and 
Room atthe Top provide athriving 


entertainment and nighilife to the 
campus; a great number of serv- 
ices ensure students are able to 
cope with the many demands of 
University; andit also offersa place 
for students to meet and socialize.

The Students’ Union Build- 
ing should provide important serv- 
ices, lounge space, a variety of 
commercial food outlets, student- 
centred activities, and an overall 
environment that makes it the “liv- 
ing room” of campus. 


During the 25th Anniversary week- 
end (October 2-4), the Students’ 
Union will unveil some of the ideas 
planned for the future of SUB. But 
first we need to hear from you. 
What facilities and services would 
you like to see in your Students’ 
Union Building? Howshoulditlook? 
What's missing? 


We hope to return the build- 
ing to whatit once was: a thriving 
centre of student activity that is 
responsive to the needs of the 
University community, and, espe- 
cially, the students.

1-1 club needs big weekend to stay in Nationals hunt

“As the Soccer World Turns” 
continues for the University of 
Alberta soccer Pandas. 

Always displaying a flair for the 
dramatic, the Pandas head south 
with a bus load of walking (and 
often limping) wounded. Four 
starters could possibly sit out 
Saturday’s game against the 
Lethbridge Pronghorns, and 
Sunday’s roster against the 
Calgary Dinos is just as doubtful. 

Midfielder Ruby Mauricio (knee 
injury) is unlikely to return until 


mid-October, while goalie Louise 
Stewart (finger), and fullback 
Gabriella Maddalena (ankle) will 
play wounded, if they play at all. 

The biggest question mark for 
the Pandas has tobe fullback Sherri 
Froc, who came down witha nerve 
infection just before last Sunday’s 
game with UBC. Pandas head 
coach Tracy David is concerned 
about Froc’s condition. 

“It’s pretty scary stuff, because 
she’s lost the feeling in her tongue 
and the side of her face. She’s also 
dizzy,” David said. “Whether she 


plays this weekend or not is ques- 
tionable.” 

The experience of these players 
will be hard to replace, but David 
is looking to her first-year players 
to come up big. She also expects 
her veterans to help fill some big 
shoes. 

“The Pandas soccer team has a 
lot of players that know what it 
takes. The rest of the team will be 
looking to them,” she said. 

The Pandas visit David’s least 
favouritespotin Alberta when they 
hit Lethbridge on Saturday.

Bears hit the Flatlands

Harder, tougher, stronger. 

No, this is not the slogan of the 
Olympics, or the army. This is the 
new slogan of the Golden Bears 
soccer team. Something which they 
refer to as Plan B. 

“Plan A didn’t materialize. Plan 
A was to get at least a split (two 
points) last weekend. Plan B says 
that we work harder, we get 
tougher, we take one game at a 
time,” said Bears coach Len 
Vickery. “Somewhere later in the 
season, we are going to get a sec- 
ond chance to make amends.” 

The demise of Plan A occurred 
last weekend when the Golden 
Bears took one of a possible four 
points from UBC and Victoria in 
the first two games of the regular 
season. The implementation of 
Plan B began at practice this week, 
and will be tested in combat this 
weekend with games against 
Calgary and Lethbridge. 

The Bears are looking to this 
weekend to be the confidence- 
builder from which they can then 
draw momentum. They know the 
importance of this weekend to their 
play-off hopes. 

“We won't settle for anything 
less than four points. If we come 
out with less than four, then it will 
bea long uphill battle (for the play- 
offs),” said veteran midfielder Ja- 
son Bougher. 

Lethbridge becomes the first 
team to face the Bears under the 
new plan this Saturday. 
Lethbridge will field essentially 
the same team that led them to an 
0-8-1 record in Canada-West last 
year. However, the team, which 
managed to score only one goal in 
nine games last year, has another 
year of experience under its belt, 
and the Bears will not be taking 
the game lightly. 

“They come out one hundred 
ten percent to play. Every time we 
go down there, it is a battle and a 
half just to get out of there with 
two points,” Bougher said. 

After Lethbridge, the Bears take 
Plan B to Calgary to face the Dinos 
onSunday. The Bears havealready 
defeated Calgary once this year. 
They beat them 3-0 at the UBC pre- 
season tournament and had a 1-0- 
1 record against them last year. 
While Calgary was missing some 
players at that tournament, the 
Bears have confidence that Plan B 
is the key to victory. 

“If we play AS A TEAM, then 
we shouldn’t have any trouble 
beating them,” Bougher said. 
“They don’t have anything that 
we can’t handle.” 

If the Bears are successful in tak-

play in Saskatoon, they may get 


their chance to “make amends” 
when they take Plan B on the road 
to British Columbia to face UBC 
and Victoria on the October 18th 
weekend.

Pronghorns are expected to do 
some hitting of their own, if custom 
holds. 

“I don’t like going into 
Lethbridge to play,” she said. 

David said the Pandas have 
faced narrow fields, wind, and 
officiating problems in Lethbridge 
before. Add to that a Lethbridge 
style of play which won’t help 
David’s injury situation at all. 

“They’re very aggressive, and 
they’re very tough.” 

If the team survives Lethbridge, 
they still have Calgary to face. 


Calgary’s game plan emphasizes 
its speed, and the Pandas hope to 
be ready for them. 

“Calgary is very predictable,” 
David said. “We're doing a couple 
of tactical things that will prepare 
us for them.” 

The Pandas may need some 
breaks if they hope to succeed, but 
David is as optimistic as usual. 

“We'd like to get four points out 
of this weekend. We tend to per- 
forma bit better with a little drama 
behind us.”
